Property Loss Is Redu
From $2775 to $600, With
i More Alarms

Flre’losses in Torrance were
decreased from $2775 during the
fiscal year of 1925-26 to $5600 for
the fiscal year ending Jume “30;
1927, it is shown in Chief Ben
Hannebrink's annual report of the
activities of the Torrance Volun-
teer Fire Department. Per capita
loss during the fiscal year just
ended was 7 cents, as comipared
with 42 cents for the previous
year—just one<sixth.

The reduction.,in -fire loss, ac-
cording to the report, was achieved
in the face of 80 peroent more
alarms answercd last year'than in
the previous year. Property  in-
volved in fires which caused only
$500 loss was valued at $82,150.
Torrance’s increasing growth also
is reflected in the number of build-
ings inspected — 1508 last yeul',
against 126 the year before.

Problem—Coolidge, Obregon, and Tra-
dition—Less Lustre for the Stars

THE knotty problem confronting the Gene\ﬁ con-
ferees who seek to fuse the British, Japanmse and
. American limitations proposals into a compromise sat-
isfactory to all three is better appreciated after one

ington Conference.

With the exception of Italy, eacn nation. which
signed the Washington agreement has a world pre-
ponderange in some one type of craft. 'Great Britain
possesies the most light cruisers, so effective in guard-
ing far-flung routes of trade. Japan leads in heavy
submarines with wide criiising radius, strong weapons
for -any Pacific- fuss-in which Western pewers- would
be forced. to use capital ahlps and cruisers extensively.

are not now kept in commission. France, merely an
oliserver at Geneva, and for very:good reasons, has
the world’s greatest tonnage in light submarines, eon-
gidered as most effective in the converg!ng sea lanes
of the English Channel and the Mediterranean.
